The author index contains the complete entry, giving under 
each author all the papers written, in the alphabetical order of the 
Title. After the Author, each entry consists of : Title of the paper, 
and in the next line, the volume number, years of the volume, and 
‘from’ & ‘to’ pages. 


Example :

In the case of multiple authors the entry is repeated under 
others, by making the latter come first in the entry.

Title Index 


The Title Index arranges alphabetically the “Titles” of papers 
and gives the name of Authors. 


Example : 
Academic contribution to national security policy 
formulation in India. 
K. Subrahmanyam, 
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Complete details can be hai from the Author Index, under 
Subrhamanyam (K). 


Subject Index 


If the search is for papers on any particular topic or subject, 
the Subject Index may be referred to. 

Any subject term can be chosen and looked under. For exam- 
ple: What are the papers in IDSA Journal published on Air 
force 2? Under ‘Airforce’ are found two entries : 


AIRFORCE 
Airforce, (1970), Defence, Israel.

In the above example : 


Airforce, Defence, Israel. and Airforce, Defence, Pakistan. are 
the ‘Key’ terms selected from the respective articles. “AIRFORCE” 
is the entry word, in this instance and the ‘Key terms’ are stated 
without disturbing the sequence. Similary for the other ‘Key terms’ 
ie “DEFENCE”, “iSRAEL’, ‘PAKISTAN’ the entries are reqe- 
peated, so that whichever might be the approach subject word, 
the respective papers are located. The combination of the ‘Key 
terms’ help locate p2rtinent articles and reduce the references to 
a few. 

When two countries are involved, the colon sign :- indicates 
the direction of relationship. 

The location part follows the same pattern of ‘Volume Num- 
ter, year/s of the volume, and the ‘from’ & “‘to” pages. 

When a few terms are closely related, the last entry under the 
terms gives the related terms under “SEE ALSO”
